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With regard to the protest against payment of (an) additional fee(s) under Rule 40.2, the applicant is notified that: 

□ the protest together with the decision thereon has been transmitted to the International Bureau together with the 
applicant's request to forward the texts of both the protest and the decision thereon to the designated Offices. 
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Shortly after 18 months from the priority date, the international application will be published by the International Bureau. If the 
applicant wishes to avoid or postpone publication, a notice of withdrawal of the international application, or of the priority claim, 
must reach the International Bureau as provided in rules 90 bis.l and 90W.9.3, respectively, before the completion of the technical 
preparations for international publication. 

Within 19 months from the priority date, but only in respect of some designated Offices, a demand for international preliminary 
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date (in some Offices even later); otherwise the applicant must, within 20 months from the priority date, perform the presecribed 
acts for entry into the national phase before those designated Offices.

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One embodiment of the present invention provides a system and method for 
configuring an interactive program guide (IPG). In one embodiment, a method for 
configuring an IPG (100) includes receiving user input requesting a change in 
configuration of an IPG (105) and providing the user with an IPG that is 
configured in accordance with user input. 
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
